recipients ot the blood as it comes imme- 
diately trom tho heart and act as puriUcro 
as it is toroed through each one ot those 
six hundred millions of air cells, how 
necessary it is that those) delicate tissues 
should be cared tor, Caution should bo 
exorcised in breathing impure air. A 
sudden drutt of cold or impure air com- 
ing in contact with these warm, dump 
and sponge-like tinmen, would ineapaei- 
tato them for action and trouble immedi- 
ately follow.

In August, 1882, G. and W. en- 


tered into coutnict 
according to 


whioh Q. wits to pay VV. $100 for 
tbo privilege of buying from him 
100 bales of choice hops of the crop 
of 1882, to bo delivered (it the for- 
mer's btoreon or before January let, 
1883. The price was to be 50 cents 
per pound whenever the hops were 
tendered, provided O. accepted them; 
ho, however, had the privilege of re- 
fusing to buy, and if he refused, he 
was to forfeit $ LOO. 
Hops wont up, 


W, refused to deliver according to 
contract, uncl Q, entered suit, in 
which Judge BJodgotfc, in the United 
States Circuit Court at Chicago held 
tho contract void on the ground that 
it was a gambling contract. It was, 
he suid, an 
agreement by which 


plaintiff acquired an option at n fn 
tnre day to buy a quantity of hops, 
and tho only penalty thereunder was 
forfeiture. 
Thoro was no obligation 


to take the hoptt, and the contract 
was, therefore, in his opinion, a more 
bet of $100 as to whether the plain- 
tiff would, at tho expiration of a cer- 
tain time, take the hopn or forfeit 
$100. 


Tho Supremo Court of IllinoiH, in 


the case of JDnrand vs. VVeightman, 
hold that a voluntary settlement of 
property by a husband upon his 
wife can be assailed only by existing 
oroditoi'H.

o\-o"-ent)iis trees every year to their cir- 
cumferences can only, without risk ot 
(rront error, bo applied to trees cut down 
in their prime, ivml hence is useless 
for tho oklor trees whieli aro hollow and 
decayed. Trt'cs, moreover, often no- 
voloii lliemsclvcs BO unequally from 
thoir contnr Hint, as in the case of n 
flpooimun in thcj miisoum at Kew, there 
may be about Iwo hundred and fifty 
rini'S on ono sldu lo fifty on tho othor, 
1'oiiiiips tho largest niimbor of ringti 
that has evor bi-on rounted win in tlm 
easo of an oak foiled in 1812, whoro 
they amounted to seven hundred and 
ten; but Do Camlolle, who mentions 
this, tidda that three hundred year* 
wore ailtlfid to this number as probably 
covering tho ivnminiiifj rlng^ whieli ft 
was no longer possible to count.
